Following a Noted

the Chief Executive Plunges 
Into N ildenifss. 


Smedes, Miss., Nov. 14.—President 
Roosevelt and his party arrived here 
shortly before 4 o'clock yesterday af* 
ternrxin, and In their hunting togs 
started soon after tor the camp od 
the Little Sunflower river. As the dis 
lance Is about fifteen miles and the 
trail is rough and bad, it was after 
dark before they roached tile camp. 
Stnedes is simply a siding o d the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railway, 
where cotton is loaded from the big 
Sinede plantations. A plantation store 
and the residence of one of tho man­ 
agers are the only structures except 
negro cabins within sigbL 
Work on 
the neighboring plantations was bu s 
pended and several hundred negroes 
were at the siding when the traiu 
stopped. Most of the mon sat on the 
cotton bait s, but the black mammies 
and the pickar.ninnies stood along the 
track. They showed their white teeth 
In hard grins but made no other dem­ 
onstrations as the president stepped 
from the train. IU* was clad in hunt 
ing costume, kakalin riding trousers, 
heavy l e t t e r leggings, blue flannel 
shirt, corduroy coat and wore on his 
ht*a<l a brown slouch hat; around his! 
waist was buckled his cartridge belt, 
and at his side hung his Ivory-handled 
hunting knife. The other members of 
the party also wore buttling suits. 
While the guns, blankets and other 
small baggage were be; cg loaded Into 
a four-mulc wagon, the president chat- J 
ted with the manager of the Smede 
estate and two ladies who were great 
admirers of him and who had tome 
especially to greet him. 
When all was In readiness the mem­ 
bers of the party except Mr. Pish and 
Mr. Dickinson, mounted small, wiry. 
tough-looking horses and dashed away 
for the woods at a breakneck canter. 
The president's mount was a black 
horse. 
He did not look spirited, but 
it was explained that he was just the 
sort of animal needed to force a way 
through the dense undergrowth. 
Mr 
Fish and Mr. Dickinson were too 
heavy to ride horseback, and followed 
the others In a buckboard drawn by 
two mules. 
Hugh Foote, considered one of the 
best shots in the state, and Hoke Col­ 
lier 
will hunt with the president. 
They started out at daylight this 
morning. Paths had been cut through 
the undergrowth to be used as cub 
offs to the river crossing, and tm these 
stations the members of the party ex­ 
cept the president are stationel. 
The president and his guides follow­ 
ed the hounds through the under­ 
growth in order to be at hand lf a 
bear was brought to bay. 
**Jt will be 
powerful hard." said 
Mr. Mingum. 
"and I predict the president will lose 
at least five pounds In the next five 
days. 
I rode through these brakes a 
few days ago. and when I got out my 
clothes were almost torn off of me. I 
looked as if I had been in a railroad 
wreck." 
Mr. Mingum says the black bears*, 
hereabouts weigh from 300 to 600 
pounds. The signs of bear In the vic­ 
inity of the camp are plentiful, and 
Mr. Parker promises the president a 
shot before evening. 
In one w ater-1 
hole Ikoke Collier on Monday found 
the footprints of nine. 
Hoke Collier,! 
a negro who was a scout in the Con­ 
federate anay during the civil war 
and who afterward acted as guide for 
General Wade Hampton, has charge 
of the pack of hounds which has been 
at the camp for a week. Among them 
is the most celebrated bear dog in this 
country. 
He is now the property of 
Mr. Foote. 
This Is his last hunt. Mr. 
Parker told the president, as he Is 
old and decrepit, though he has one , 
more hunt in him. and when he opens 
his mouth It means bear. Collier. Mr. I 
Parker said, was credited with having 
been in at the death of 1,600 bears. 
He is said to have killed nearly 150 
In a single season. 
"It will be rough work,” said Mr., 
Parker. 
"That Is exactly what I want,” re-1 
plied President Roosevelt. 
"But we will have bear meat for 
Sunday dinner,” added Mr Parker. 
"Let us get the bear before we ar­ 
range for the dinner,' responded the 
president, laughing heartily. 
Mr. Parker seems absolutely certain 
that the president will get a bear. 
"When we strike the trail," said he, 
"we will follow It until we get what 
made It." 
"That’s the kind of talk I like to 
hear,” replied the president. 
The president's train is on the side- i 
track here and a telegraph station has 
been rigged up In a boxcar on the Bld 
ing. The arrangements made here tc 
prevent a crowd of curious people 
from spoiling the president’s fun were 
admirably carried out.- The people of

made friends with each other. 


New Orleans, Not. 14.—President 
Samuel Gompers, at the opening of 
the American Federation of I^ibor. de­ 
livered an impassioned warning to the 
members of the organization that the 
immediate future of trade and labor 
assemblies was seriously endangered 
by the conflicting claims of jurisdic­ 
tion made by different bodies. Unless 
such things were approached in calm­ 
ness and handled with moderation, he 
declared the labor organizations of the 
country would soon be Involved In a 
conflict which would, by comparison, 
dwarf all the struggles in which labor 
organizations have so far been en­ 
gaged. 
The m atter would, unless 
checked, he asserted, come to a point 
where laboring men would fight with 
laboring men from behind barricades, 
in the manner in which men deal with 
their mortal foes. 
His warning of 
danger and his counsels of peace and 
moderation met with a hearty re­ 
sponse from the assembled delegates, 
and wild applause greeted the speaker 
as he closed that portion of his annual 
address In which ho had pointed out 
the perils which In his opinion will 
surely come unless methods are al­ 
tered and altered soon. 
The first day of the convention, 
aside from the address of President 
Gompers, was not of great interest to 
outsiders, and many delegates found 
it fatiguing. 
Today the actual work 
of the convention 
is in 
progress. 
About 400 delegates are present. 
The report of National Secretary 
Frank Morrison covered the eleven 
months ended with September 30 last. 
The federation’s aggregate income for 
this time was $144,408. and the ex­ 
penditures $119,086. 
Of the receipts, 
$20,423 consisted of contributions to 
the defense fund. 
Mr. Morrison also 
stated that for 
the eleven months 
1.024 unions were chartered—a larger 
number than for any entire year. 
These additions increased the total 
number of unions to 3,659. The aver­ 
age membership is shown by the per 
capita tax to be 1,025,300. a gain of 
fourfold in the past six years. 
Two 
hundred and sixty-four trade and fed­ 
eral unions reported gains in wages, 
one union reporting a gain of one dol­ 
lar per day and all the other less. One 
hundred and fifty unions report a re­ 
duction of hours. 
The report submit­ 
ted 
by National Treasurer John B. 
Lennon showed the total receipts of 
the order for the entire year to have 
been $152,312 and the total expenses 
$120,086.

I exlngton, Ky., Nov. 14.—J. B. Mar- 
< 'un of Jackson, against whose life 
numerous plots are said to have beep 
directed, is in Lexington, en route to 
Frankfort to take a case before the 
court of appeals. In fear of assassina­ 
tion he left his home by the rear just 
before train time, accompanied by his 
two sisters and his wife, who proceed­ 
ed with him by a circuitous route to 
the depot. Marcum is a trustee of the 
state college, attorney for the Louis 
Ville & Evansville road, United States 
commissioner In his district, and at­ 
torney for several eastern Kentucky 
corporations. Until yesterday he had 
not left his 
house but twice since 
June. Within the last few days he has 
been afraid to leave his room, he says, 
having been warned by a friend that 
two men had been stationed in a 
house commanding a view of his porch 
and were to shoot him when he fol­ 
lowed his custom of sitting on the 
porch. Before bec oming afraid to leave 
his premises in the early summer 
Marcum made a practice of carrying 
his baby In his arms as protection. He 
says he know’g the babe saved his life 
once when a man who Intended to as­ 
sassinate him with a shotgun, would 
not fire.

Coming Legislature Intends to Act 
On Conservative Lines. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 14.—It will be the 
policy of the Republicans in the com­ 
ing legislature to restrict legislation 
as far as possible. 
And everyone 
knows how far that can be carried. 
The members cannot be prevented 
from introducing bills to their heart's 
content, but it’s a “cinch" that they 
will have to have a microscope to find 
a majority of them after they have 
been 
referred 
to some committee. 
"Indefinitely postponed” will tell the 
sad story of a vast majority of them, 
as the Republicans do not intend to 
run chances by permitting indiscrim­ 
inate legislation to go through. 


The passing of the old-time party 
spellbinder is slow but nevertheless 
sure. 
The employment of George B. 
Lockwood to have charge of the press 
bureau of the Republican state com­ 
mittee the year round marks an im­ 
portant point in the exit of the spell­ 
binder, as the Republicans intend to 
rely on the newspapers more here­ 
after than on speeches. 
The Demo­ 
crats will do the same thing, although 
they will not maintain a press bureau 
the year round. 
The Democrats had 
but few speeches in the last campaign. 
Chairman O’Brien is not much of a be­ 
liever In speeches, and if the Dem­ 
ocracy follows his leadership more 
work will be done through the news­ 
papers. 
Secretary W hittaker of the 
Republican state committee says that 
unless there are some new issues that 
must be explained next campaign, but 
few speakers will be employed by the 
Republicans. The growth of the rural 
mall delivery has made it possible for 
the county papers to reach nearly ev­ 
ery man the day of publication, so the 
value of the press bureau is greatly 
enhanced. 


The suggestion that the legislature 
make an appropriation for a building 
for an Indiana exhibit at the S t Louis 
exposition meets with a great deal of 
favor, as it is generally conceded that 
the resources of Indiana should be 
displayed at the great show. The bill 
for an appropriation for a building for 
the Pan-American exposition was de­ 
feated two years ago, but it is be­ 
lieved that it will be different with 
St. Louis, as It is the general under­ 
standing tuat it is to have a world’s 
fair equal to or greater than the one 
at Chicago in ’93. 
Governor Durbin,
